Fourthly , you muſtmarke at what degree the warer ſtandeth when it firſt begin- 
neth ro fall againſt raine; for yntill it rifeth vp againe to the ſame degree from 
whence it firſt fell againſt raine, the weather will ſtill bee rainic more or leſle ; 
Probatum cit. 

Fiftly, ſolong as the water continueth certaine at any onedegree whatlocuer, ſo 
long the weather will continuecertainear the ſame ſtay thatit is thenat, whether ir 
be Pre or foule, frolt or raine; bur if the watcr riſc or fall adegree or two, and {o 
ſtandeth,rthe weather will preſently change : Probatum eſt.
